Summer In the Sierra Madre 
Wilds 


That Covina has a big out-of-door 


park, with dancing pavilion, horse- 
back riding, open-air concerts, bath- 
ing and many other forms of entertain- 
ment and recreation right at its own 
door, is being realized more than 
ever this year. Camp Rincon, in the 
heart of the San Gabriel canon, is 
entertaining some 200 guests who are 
constantly 
coming 
and 
going, the 


greater portion of them from Los An- 
geles and vicinity, while many are 
from the nearby towns of the mouth 
of the canon, such as Covina, Glen- 
dora, Azusa, Monrovia and Pasadena. 
The camp is in a hum 
<3f activity. 


The writer left the camp on Tuesday, 
at a time when the tents were all 
taken, and the camp full to overflow- 
ing. The fact that the people keep 
coming and keep leaving, makes it 
possible to the manager to accommo- 
date nearly everybody who asks for 
camp reservations, but another year 
the Camp Rincon Resort Company 
will he obliged to branch out on a larg- 
er scale to accommodate the people 
who are nocking to this popular re 
sort. 


If there are those in the Covina val- 


ley who have never seen the great 
canon that winds northward through 
the mountains, this season of the 
year is the best time to make the trip. 
It is possible to make an enjoyable 
trip of but a few days, and it is more 
possible and more desirable and'more 
delightful to stay a month or longer. 


croquet grounds and numerous games 
—all make the camp life pleasurable 
throughout the day in the invigorat- 
ing mountain air. 


The camp is all composed of young 


people, for in this mountain resort 
there is no such thing as being old. 
Whatever may be the real age in 
years, the campers are all one in the 
rejuvenation of their youth. 


Camp Rincon is the strategic point 


from which all parties may be made 
up to go to the different attractions , 
of the canyon. There is the trail over ( 
the mountain.to Azusa, which may be 
mounted and explored; the trip on 
foot across the stone crossings of the 
river, to the gold mines, where sev- 
eral thousand feet of tunnelling in 
the heart of the hills has been accom- 
plished; the trip to Follows' Camp on 
the east fork; the pilgrimage to paint- 
ed Rock, where an atmosphere of In- 
dian lore and legend may be absorb- 
ed, and the trip on foot or by horses 
to Fern Falls, two miles above the 
camp, one of the most beautiful grot- 
tos to be found anywhere in the Cali- 
fornia mountains. 


A large party of young men and 


women made the trip to Fern Falls 
one day last week, where they lunched 
beneath the shadow of dripping maid- 
enhair, and drank of the crystal water 
that sweeps from the granite ledges. 
The trail to Fern Falls is well defined 
aM. easy,, and it brings an appetite 
for the very acceptable lunches the 


Lake and lunched beneath the trees 
that mirror their inverted forms in 
the clear waters. And the trail down- 
ward is a different one, going along 
the noisy fall of Soldier Creek, through 
virgin pine and redwood and fir, cedar 
and live-oak. The trail is precipitous 
and lends zest to the day's outing. 
Here the marvels of untouched na- 
ture are on every hand. And further 
down the trail the party rides out 
'through the Little Cienega (wet mor- 
ass) and may turn to another trail and 
ascend to Triple Falls, Anthem Falls 
and the natural wonders of Cold Brook 
canon. The whole trip is easily made 
in one day from Camp Rincon. 


Then among the shorter trips is 


one that can be taken in the cool of 
the afternoon through the big tunnel 
that was made by Buell, the man who 


had a gold dream shattered in the 
Sierra Madre mountains. The tunnel 
bores through one of the mountains 
due north of Camp Rincon, and parties 
from the camp go through it every 
day with lighted candles. It was de- 
signed to bring water down from the 
north fork for the purpose of hydraul- 
ic mining for gold, but the funds gave 
out, and before the owners could car- 
ry on the work, the United States 
government passed the "debris" law, 
which prohibits the washing of gravel 
into the canons on a forest reserve.

The cam)) is always in a state of 


gay comraderie. Manager Briggs, his 
wife and two sons, play hosts to the 
campers in a style that keeps the glad 
smile flitting around the day long. 
In two weeks of stay there, the writer 
did not discover a ripple on the placid 
pool of camp happiness. Many of the 
campers around procure an outfit of 
the management and do their own 
catering in the tents, while the ma- 
jority attacks the splendid fare that 
the Rincon caterer provides at the 
hotel. The dances are one of the big 
features and vie with the horseback 
riding in popularity. The best part of 
the whole idea to Covina people is 
the fact that it lies so close to home, 
and may be easily negotiated, while 
it affords all the pleasure of any of 
the mountain resorts of the state.

growers, which has been called to 
meet at Pomona Sept. 13 and 54 will 
consider problems of making citrus 
groves more profitable and to keep the 
industry generally 
prosperous. 


A hall with a seating capacity of 


more than 500 has been engaged for 
the gathering, and J. W. Jeffrey, state 
commissioner of horticulture, urges 
every citrus fruit grower to attend. 


Broadly speaking," says Commis- 


sioner Jeffrey, "the discussions at the 
conference will be confined to the 
physical condition of our citrus fruit 
groves, eliminating as t'ar as possible 
the effects of insect pests and consid- 
ering questions relating to plant physi- 
ology, pathology and botany and their 
correlatives 
of 
plant 
propagation, 


varieties, soil physics, active diseases 
and decadence of citrus trees from 
climatic and other causes. 


"In many of our citrus groves de- 


terioration has been expressing itself 
in barrenness, in lack of health and 
vigor and in poor quality of fruit. The 
problems involved in these effects are 
of great obscurity. They are found in 
every locality in the state. If they are 
not met with wisdom and understand- 
ing the citrus fruit business cannot 
remain prosperous or our land values 
be maintained. 


"H will be the business of the com- 


ing conference to get together the sum 
of the views and experiences of train- 
ed observers, scientific investigators 
and practical growers, and to unite in 
business-like council the factors able 
to solve these obscure problems or at 
least able to provide some plan for 
their solution. To do this the order of 
business and the discussion will be di- 
rected toward results, and the; elimina- 
tion attempted of all matters that may 
be narrow or valueless in their appli- 
cation or whose consideration would 
lead to no definite results. 


"As soon as the order of business is 


prepared a more complete prospectus 
of the conference will be published. 
Men of definite views, of valuable ex- 
perience and of capacity to clarify and 
determine will be expected to make 
this meeting a success, and I hope a 
large and helpful convention will as- 
semble to consider the problems now 
confronting some 
of our best citrus 


fruit centers. I also ask that all citrus 
fruit 
associations 
and independent 


shippers take official action in favor of 
this conference, and send delegates to 
properly represent them. Every citrus 
fruit grower is urged to attend."
